SOMERSET'S TRAGEDY. 


•"Mongst the hills o' Somerset." ot 


•which James Whltcomb Rlley wrote 
charming verses deserlpth'a of charm- 
ing pai toral llfo, has been enacted 
black ti agedy. 


The testimony at (he habeas corpus 


hearing of John Fllcklnser, charged 
with.' tha murder ot Wesley Emeriek, 
•was most damnifying, 
tt reveals tae 


whole finmut of human passions from 
live to murder, It depicts a man who 
•wrongs a friend and slays him because 
of that wrong; who comes red-handed 
from his crime and Informs his wife 
of the bloody deed; who usurps tho 
dead man's place before his body is 
cold: and, to cap the climax ot brutal 
effrontery, insists upon bolns one of 
the pall bearers of his victim. 


It Is proper to glvo the accused the 


oeneflt of all doubt, but in this case 
there i|o not seem to be any doubts. 
Judge Kooser did not think they were 
sufficient to admit the prisoner to 
ball, and unless additional evidence Is 
adduced before tho trlsU it Is biifo to 
•ay that tho jury will not think them 
sufficient to warrant his escape from 
the hangman's rope. 


VACCINATION. 


The school authorities In Scottflalo 


are resolutely enforcing the compul- 
sory ^pccinution law in spite of some 
Jew pmtests against it. The protests 
are no doubt sincere. There are a num- 
ber ot.' good people who are bitterly 
oppOBcirl to vaccination. 
Wo cannot 


agree with them In tholr position. It 
soems to us that It Is not marked with 
any l.trgo degree of Intelligence, on- 
llghtnnnt, public spirit or patriotism. 
To gratify a prejudice, and perhaps 
the nunota danger of less serious In- 
fectloc, the}- would expose whole com- 
munities to one cxt the worst plagues 
that over scourged tho earth. 


But this is not the time to argue 


concerning tho merits of the law. The 
Legislature Is In session. Tho case Is 
boforo the lawmakers. 
In the mean- 


time It is the duty of school author! 
ties to enforce the law as they find it. 


Thy Scottdale School Board is only 


doing Its duty. 


COAL LEASE TAXATION. 


Pennsylvania 
capitalists 
holding 


coal lands in West Virginia have com- 
plained bitierly of tho new tax laws, 
whlcn they claim have taxed their In- 
vestr.ients beyond reason. 


However this may be. it Is certain 


that the taxing of coal leases is a 
double taxation, which Is always unjust 
laxaiton. But it is not always apparent 
to v.horn it is unjust. In this case, It 
jceanis to be thought unjust to the 
leaseholders and, an attempt will be 
mado at the present session to repeal 
the law. 


Tlio iaws taxing coal leases, rnort- 
•a|r* »nd other evidences ol Interest 


other than the actual: ownership of the 
land are at best awkward methods of 
arriving at just taxation, for the rea- 
son that the private agreements be- 
tween the parties usually defeat the 
benevolent Intent of the law, which is 
to tax wealth In its juat proportion. 


Usurious Interest has been practical- 


ly abolished in Pennsylvania through 
tho operation of a law providing Revere 
penalties for its violation. Tho appli- 
cation of similar legislation to the pay- 
ment of taxes on mortgages and leases 
might stop the practise of the saddling 
them upon the borrower and the les- 
see. 


SCHAEFFER A NEHEMIAH. 


The Superintendent ot Public In- 


struction stands with the Connellsvlllo 
Nehemiahs in demanding that 
UIQ 


standard o£ pedagogic 
qualification 


shall be maintained on a high plane. 


He protests against tco permanent 


certificates ol schools whose standards 
are Inferior. A permanent certificate 
Is a teacher's diploma that stands tor 
all time. It Is n return behind which 
school authorities may not go, save 
only In a refusal to employ the partic- 
ular person whoso abilities, despite 
the documents, are questioned aaep in 
the Inner recesses of the directors' 
bosoms. 


Tho ConnollbviUe School Board's de- 


mands wore oven more reasonable 
than those of Superintendent Schaef- 
ter, being merely e •- -quest that teach- 
ers qualify thcmselvei further by tak- 
ing normal school or similar courses, 
without specifying any particular ed- 
ucational institution. 


Superintendent Schaeffer has set a 


higher standard than ever for tho Con- 
nollsvllle Nehomlahs.

OPPOSES A LEVY ON INCOMES. 


H« Would Make the Public Heir When 


Millionaire Die*—Say* Riches Come 
From Community and Most of It 
Should Be Returned. 


Andrew Carnegie's view concerning 


the proper disposition ot Amcrlca'a 
>re*t fortunes attracted much atten- 
tion »t the recent meeting of the Na- 
tional ClTlc federation ia Kew York 
during a discussion of a national In- 
lierltance tax and an Income tux. 


He believed with Gladstone, ho said, 


that lin Income tax made a nation of 
llari. 
Men were like bees. 
They 


ehonld not bo Interfered with wtilla 
uiakiug tbe honey. 


"My experience Is," said he, "that I 


•would as soon leave a curse to my 
boy as to leave him the almighty dol- 
lar." The subject ot wealth distribu- 
tion, he »nld, would not down. It was 
now obviously strangely unequal, and 
the tooner we discovered a sane meth- 
od of distribution the better. 


As to the Income tax ho sold: "There 


Is no tax so pernicious, not only from 
an economic, but from n moral point of 
Tio«-, because It Is a tax that requires 
the struggling young business man, 
fearrtil whether the bank directors will 
pass his note for $1,000 tomorrow, to 
expl.iln all his private business to some 
man In the community who may hlin- 
sel£ be a bank director or who Is coo- 
nectud with the bunks. It penetrates 
business to the core, and the nation 
will ne^er regret anything so much 
as ntt''-*T'r»ttng to collect a tax upon 
men engaged In business.'* 


To illustrate his argument In favor of 


tho Inheritance tax Mr. Carnegie drew 
a wnrd picture of a farmer who, many 
year5! ago, gave to one sou a farm on 
Manhattan Island, which eventually 
became city property and enabled his 
descendants to live n-ithout effort. An- 
other ion had received a farm farther 
•up lu Harlem, and his children were 
obliged to continue doing something to 
"justify the world in supporting them." 
Aa the generations came along these 
children became millionaires through 
the irrowth of the city. 


"Who made that -wealth?" asked Sir. 


C»meffie. "The community, the popu- 
lation, the people. Then you tell me 
"weaith la aacred. I Guy the community 
wax the leading partner that made 
that wealth. I am not lu favor of 
touching the bee when it is making the 
fcoooy. Let the bee work. But when he 
passea away, then I say the silent part- 
ner, the community that nmdo that 
-rrealth, should receive its dividend—a 
largo portion. 
, '"We will suppose there Is another 
•on. He settles In New York. He is a 
bright boy and he eoes that railroads 
are essential to the future of tLfs me- 
tropolis, and ho embarku in the work. 
He consolidates these railroads. He is 
n useful man. He does the ^tnte nome 
service. But he soou <;ees that, with tbe 
population growing, the tiiitfic so In- 
creasing, he could pay dlvldonds on h'a 
stoctv and issue more stock, au<£ he 
goes on and on and buys up the stock, 
gets a largo Interest In If, nurl he be- 
comes one of that cluss which no other 
nation has. lie Is Indigenous to Amer- 
ica. Now ho dies. Ids family all be- 
come millionaires 


"Who made that wealth? 
If New 


Yorl; hud remained a villnse. If tho 
western states had not developed, if 
tho people of the Vnltec.' Sto/en had 
not Increased In population and by 
thelt* labors become well doing nnd did 
Tiot wish to \isli: New Y^rk, did not 
wish to buy things In New York to 
ship back and forth, he would not have 
been a 
millionaire. 
There, again, 


•wealth Hows rroui the community. I 
think society makes a hugo mistake 
If Ic ei?er Interferes with an organiz- 
ing m;m In his lifetime. As a rule a 
millionaire is not nn extravagant man 
himself. The man who hap made mou- t 
cy ( an usually be trusted to keep It. 


"Take another man, another brother, 


wbo has settled In Plttslmrfr. He sees 
that coking coal is there for smelting 
hoe, nnd there [pointing to ft roan lu 
the audience! is one of the men that 
did it very early lu life, my partner, 
.Toha Walker. Why, It was as plutu as 
A 3! C that nttsbnrs was. the place 
•whure you could make a ton of steel 
che ipcr than a: ywhere else In the 
woikl, onil that youns man and other 
brlfrht, Intelligent young fellows went 
to Surope nnd saw what Great Brit- 
ain was doing.

Lincoln more than to hear hlmseK 
called a man of letters, and yet It 
would be hard to find in all Hti-ruture 
anything to excel tho brevity and beau- 
ty of his addreas at Gettysbiug or the 
lofty grandeur ot his ui>cond luaiiRUial. 
lu Europe hie style has been called a 
modol for the study and Imitation oC 
princes, while in our own country 
many of his phrases have already pass- 
od lato the dally speech of mankind. 


His gift of puttlug things simply llnd 


clearly was partly the habit of his own 
clear mind and partly the result of the 
training he gave himself in days of 
boylHli poverty, when paper aud ink 
were luxuiies almost beyond his reach 
and tho words he wished to set down 
must ba the best words nnd tho clear- 
est and chortest to express the Ideas 
ho had In view. 
This training of 


thought before expression, of knowing 
exactly what he wished to say before 
saying it, stood him in good stead till 
his life, but only the mliid of a great 
man with n lofty soul nnd a poefl 
vision, one who had suffered deeply 
and felt keenly, who carried tho bur- 
den of a nation on his heart, whoso 
sympathies were as broad and whoso 
kindness was as i;rout as his moral 
purpose was strong aud firm, could 
have written the deep, forceful, con- 
vincing words thfit teli from his pen 
In the later yoara of his life.

the life he lived, the noble aim that
